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To the Board of Public Lands and Buildings: 


GENTLEMEN:—In compliance with the requirements of the law 
organizing the publie institutions of the Stare under your charge, 
I have the honor to submit the following report, giving in detail 
the management of the Hospital for the Insane, for the two years 
ending November 30th, eighteen hundred and seventy-eight: 

At the date of the last report, Nov. 30th, 1876, there were pres- 
ent in the Hospital ninety-three (93) patients, sixty (60) males, 
and thirty-three (33) females. 

During the two years there were received one hundred and 
thirty-five (135) patients, seventy (70) males and sixty-five (65) fe- 
males. There have been discharged during this period one hun- 
dred aud eight patients, sixty-one (61) males and forty-seven females; 
leaving in the Hospital Nov. 30th, 1878, one hundred and twenty 
patients, sixty-nine (69) males and fifty-one (51) females. 

Of those discharged, sixty-two (62) persons, thirty-three (33) 
males and twenty-seven (27) females, were restored to mental 
health, and eight (8) males and nine (9) females were discharged 
improved; one (1) male and two (2) females as unimproved. Two 
(2) males escaped, and twenty-four (24), seventeen (17) males and 
seven (7) females, have died during the two years. 

Several of those discharged improved, have been returned to 
their friends residing beyond the limits of the State. 

Tables showing the movement of the population during the two 
years included in this report, are given separately for the purpose: 
of comparison. A general statement of all changes, so far as the 
patients are concerned, since the opening of the Hospital; also a 
comparative statement of the cost of maintaining the institution 
for the last six yeaas, and all other information which could be 
numerically arranged, has been tabulated and appended to this re- 
port, : 

The average number of inmates during the year ending Nov. 
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80th, 1877, was ninety-five (95). Of the whole number treated— 
one hundred and forty-five (145)—the recoveries were seventeen 
(17) per cent, and the deaths were nine (9) per cent of the whole 
number. 

The average number for the year ending Nov. 30th, 1878, haa 
been one hundred and eleven (111) patients, and the whole num- 
ber treated during the year, one hundred and eighty-two (182). 

The admission of patients to the Hospital has been larger than 
during any previous year since the opening of the institution, and 
the number discharged correspondingly large. The recoveries dur- 
ing the year have been twenty-one (21), and the deaths six (6) per 
cent of the number treated. 

By referring to table number 3, giving the counties from which 
one hundred ‘and thirty-five (185) patients have been received, you 
will see that forty-one (41) counties have been represented in the 
Hospital during the last two years. Lancaster county has furnished 
fourteen (14) patients, the largest number; of any county in the 
State. Eleven (11) patients have been received from Douglas 
county, nine (9) from Cass, eight (8) from Saline zounty, seven (7) 
each fróm Otoe and Richardson, five (5) each from Platte and 
Merrick counties. Seventeen counties have sent but one patient 
each, and the others have furnished from two to four patients each. 

Four patients have been received during the present year, non- 
residents of the State, three of them from Dakota Territory, and 
one from Kansas. An arrangement was made between the Gov- 
ernor of Dakota and the Board of Publie Lands and Buildings by 
which unoceupied rooms in the south basement of the Hospital 
were finished at no expense to the State, to be used for the benefit 
of such patients as should be sent to the Hospital from Dakota, 
until the first of March, 1819, at which time they expeet to have a 
^ Hospital completed for the reception of all patients belonging to 
the Territory. 

Five dollars each per week has been charged for these patients, 
besides cost of clothing and bedding. 

The patient from Kansas (a female) was received upon condition 
she should be removed from the Hospital whenvever it became 
hecessary to make room for the accommodation of our own patients. 

Table number four, giving the nativity of patients, shows eighty- 
four (84) of the one hundred and thirty-five.(135) received to have

been born in the United States, a much larger per cent than at any 
former report. Previous to the last two years, more than one-half 
the inmates of the Hospital have been of foreign birth. 

Table number five, giving the occupation of patients, will suffi- 
ciently explain itself. E 

It may be observed, however, that of those given as having no 
occupation, most of them are minors, children who were residing 
at home previous to their admission to the Hospital. 

I believe it to be true that inmates of asylums for the insane 
throughout the country, are largely of the middle or producing 
classes, and that their record for industry will compare favorably 
with any portion of the community. 

The causes of insanity, as given in table number six, are ob- 
tained from the physician’s return, accompanying the patient 
when received into the Hospital. It is quite probable that the as- 
signed cause, in many instances, is but one of a train of causes, 
and it may be the result of mental derangement already existing. 
Sickness, organic disease of the brain, the puerperal state, and 
change of life, are some of the recognized causes of insanity, but 
eases not directly traceable to a cause, the origin of the disease is 
more likely to be found in a hereditary tendency. It not unfre- 
quently happens that there are two members of the same family, 
brothers and sisters, in several instances, in the Hospital at the 
same time. Of all the inmates, it would be safe to say over one- 
half, at least, have, or have had, some near relative insane. 

Table number seven, shows nearly one half of the patients re- 
eeived during the two years to have been acute cases. Several 
of them have been brought to the hospital in restraints; some of 
them inirons. One had committed homicide; others had made 
attacks with deadly weapons. Among those classed as melancholie 
patients, there have been several cases who had attempted suicide, 
and who seemed to think of nothing except to plan some means of 
self-destruction. 

Fortunately, no accident has occurred of a fatal character, or 
which has resulted in any great misfortune to the patient. It is 
hardly necessary to state that the care of a community such as are 
congregated together in an asylum for the insane, implies anxie- 
ties which cannot be well understood by those not familiar with 
such responsibilities. It implies discipline, unselfish co-operation 
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of assistante, self-possessed and truthful attendants, and untiring 
vigilance in every person employed about the institution, 

Table number eight, giving duration of disease prior to admis- 
sion, shows a large percentage received during the last two years 
to have been recent cases. Thirty-nine were admitted within two 
months, and seventy-two within four months from the first appear- 
ance of the disease. 

' This statement would seem to indicate a sentiment existing 
among the people of the State favoring the sending of patients to 
the hospital at an early stage of the disease, and in view of the 
great advantages resulting from early treatment this disposition 
should meet with every encouragement. Of patients treated in 
asylums during the incipitent stages of insanity, fully one half re- 
cover, while of the chronic cases, or those in whom the disease has 
existed one year or more, only about ten per cent recover. 

During the year every effort has been made to receive patients, 
and with the exception of a very tew cases, which were manifestly 
unsuitable for treatment in the hospital, there has been no delay 
in admitting them. 

At the present time we have twenty patients in excess of the 
number the hospital is designed to accommodate, and at the same 
rate of increase as during the present year, at the close of the year 
1879 we shall have 141 patients, and at the close of the following 
year, 1880. 162. This estimate applies to the present population 
only, but with the probable inerease for the next two years, this is 
evidently too small. 

The question presenting itself for your consideration is, what 
course shall be pursued to meet the increasing demands upon the 
hospital. It has been well said thát * the insane are the wards of 
the State.” No class has stronger claims upon society. 

We cannot do too much for them. Experience has taught that 
an asylum not only affords the best chance for the recovery of the 
insane, but it also affords the most desirable and pleasant hume 
for them. 

There they not only receive the care necessary for their comfort 
and protection, but they can be employed and entertained in 
various ways to divert- their minds, and allowed privileges not pos- 
sible for them to enjoy in any other place, and which will mate- 
rially aid in restoring them to health. 
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IMPROVEMENTS. 


During the last two years there have been several improvements 
made in and about the hospital. Some of them being necessary 
for the protection of the property, and others for the healthfulness 
of the household. 

The most important of them, asa Sanitary measure has bin the 
construction of a sewer leading from the main building to the 
creek on the west of the hospital, a distance of three hundred yards. 
The old sewer which discharged itselfinto a ravine a short distance 
in the rear of the institution, has become a dangerous and unsightly 
nuisance which is now done away with. 

The old water pipes between the engine house and the tanks and 
those in the laundry which had become worn and decayed by 
rust, have been removed, and others of galvanized iron put in their 
places. 

Another important improvement for supplying the hospital with 
soft water has just been completed, and with very satisfactory re- 
sults. A windmill has been erected upon the bank of the creek, 
which forces the water into the cisterns near the main building, a 
distance of nearly one half mile. From the cisterns the water is 
raised by the steam pump to the tanks, from whence it can be dis- 
tributed to every part of the institution. 

Previous to this arrangement the water supply was obtained 
from the salt water well, which by its corroding effect upon the 
pipes and the tanks, was a constant source of annoyance and ex- 
pense. The saving resulting from the use ofthe river water in 
the laundry and in other ways will, it is believed, be an important 
time. 

The repairs upon the inside of the Hospital have been quite ex- 
tensive, and of a substantial character. ‘The leakage from the roof, 
the water pipes and tanks, had damaged to considerable extent the 
walls and ceilings throughout the building, and causing a generally 
neglected appearance. The roof has been made tight and repaint- 
ed, the water pipes and tanks repaired, the plaster replaced, and 
the walls and ceilings kalsomined and painted throughout. .The 
work has been most thoroughly and tastefully done, and its effect 
ereditable to the institution. 
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. All minor repairs have been kept up, as far as it has been possi- 
ble to do, with the help on duty here. There is always a large 
amount of repairs needed about a place of this kind, and with a 
trifling expense above the cost of material, everything can be kept 
in good repair. Among the employes we have a man who does 
&ll the kalsomining and painting; another who is a practical gard- 
ener and florist; others who furnish the music for the amusements. 

Several of the employes save to the institution more than the 
amount of their wages, outside of their regular employment. 

"With a little care, such persons can be kept in the employ of the 
Hospital, and with good management, all ordinary repairs and im- 


_ provements can be made at a very small expense. 


The products of the farm for the last year have been very good, 
especially the oats and corn. One thousand bushels of oats, and 


` sixteen hundred of corn were raised, and upwards of one thousand 


bushels of potatoes. The early potatoes and vegetables, of which 
we had an abundance, were of good quality, but those for winter 
use are of an inferior quality, and limited in amount and variety. 
There have been some improvements on the farm, the animals 
have been increased in number, as will be seen in the Steward’s 
report—the cows from three to eight, and the hogs and pigs from 
sixty to one hundred and five. Twenty acres of prairie have been 
broken, and one acre of ground has been set with strawberry 
plants. 

As may have beén inferred, a large amount of the work upon the 
tarm and garden has been done by the inmates of the Hospital— 
convalescent or incurable men—who not only do this work cheer- 
fully, but solicit the privilege of doing it. The difficulty is we 
have not employment enough to give them, and an addition to the 
farm{would be a good investment upon this principle alone. 

There is a quarter section of land southwest quarter, section 34 


township 10, range 6, belonging to the State, and laying adjacent 


. to the Hospital farm upon the north, which could be cultivated 


without additional outlay for teams or implementa, and would not 
only furnish healthful employment for the men, but would aid ma- 
terially in the support of the institution. An addition to the 
farm will become a necessity in the near future, for the purpose 
of providing hay and pasturage, for the animals needed on the 
farm.

Among the patients are a large number who cannot be engaged 
at any useful employment, and the only means of giving them ex- 
erciseis to.march them in solid column through the fields, or along 
the roads. If they are halted they will scatter, and even when in 
motion, occasionally one will slip into the brush, a cornfield, or 
some other cover, and make their escape. What we need is an en- 
closure, where these patients can move about at will, and remain 
in the open air during pleasant weather the larger part of the day. 

Beyond this, the improvements would consist in laying out the 
grounds by a landscape gardener and planting useful and ornamen- 
tal trees. No time should be lost in getting under way an orchard, 
and small fruits, for the use of the Hospital. Nearly all the neces- 
sary labor could be furnished here, the principal cost being that of 
the material for the fence, and a small outlay for trees and shrub- 
bery. 

The amount P ات‎ furnishing the Hospital with gas, has 
been estimated from tlie actual cost of the apparatus necessary 
for its manufacture, and putting in the fixtures, for its distri- 
bution through the building. "When put in operation, this method 
of lighting will not exceed in expense that of the present mode 
by kerosene oil. This improvement is not only needed on account 
of the more cheerful light it will afford, but as a precautionary 
measure against fire. The feeling of insecurity, ever present, 
through fear of accident, fróm the use of oil lamps, can only be 
realized by those interested in the management of the institu- 
tion, and who fully understand the nature of the dangers to 
which we are exposed. 

The capacity of the laundry is entirely inadequate to the wants 
of the Hospital at the present time. There are no improved fa- 
eilities for doing the work, the elothes being rubbed out by hands, 
as ordinarily done in a private family. An extension is needed 
to the laundry building to provide suitable rooms, and machinery 
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to do the labor. These improvements are needed, both as a mat. 
ter of economy as well as expediency. 

A tabulated statement of the expenditures, on account of the 
Hospital, for the last five years and eleven months of the pres. 
year, is given for the purpose of comparison. It will be ob. 
served, that while the patients have more than doubled in num- 
ber, the cost of maintaining the institution has decreased, Dur- 
ing this time the per capita expense has been reduced from 
elven dollars and four cents to four dollars and four cents, the 
latter being the rate for the last eleven months. 

The following are estimates of the appropriations needed for 
the current expenses of the. Hospitals, for the two years com- 
mencing April 1st, 1879, and ending March 31st, 1881. This es- 
timate is based upon the supposition that the average number 
of patients will be one hundred and forty for the first year, aud 
one hundred and sixty for the last year included in this period.
